Report Increase Over 1925 

Tinal estimates for the wool clip of 
the Dominion for tha year just closed 
place the total at close to eleven and 
a half inillion pounds. Of his amount 
around five million pounds were used 
locally, the bulk of the clip in Quebec 
and certain New Canadian settlements 
West never reaching 
remainder, 
about 50 per eent of 3,804,000 pounds 
to be exaet, Was markeied on a graded 
besis through the medium of the Can- 
adian Co-operative Wool Growers.
